The  Borough  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the  water  undertakings  of  the  Cities  of  Birmingham 
and  Coventry.  Approximately  94%  of  the  properties  are  supplied  by  the  City  of  Birmingham.

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The  water  supplied  to  Solihull  by  the  Coventry  Water  Undertaking  is  a  river-derived  supply, 
and  in  consequence  the  quality  of  the  water  varies  with  the  river  flow,  although  it  remains  suitable  for 
drinking  purposes  at  all  times. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  City  of  Birmingham  water  is  stated  to  be  1.0  p.p.m.,  and  that 
of  the  City  of  Coventry  0.1  m.g.  per  litre. 

The  City  of  Coventry  Water  Department  took  36  Bacteriological  samples  of  their  water  from 
various  premises  in  the  Borough,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  with  nil  Coliform  Bacteria  per  100  m.l. 

A  complaint  was  received  from  one  householder  regarding  the  occasional  presence  of  a  faint 
deposit  in  the  mains  water  supply.  The  result  of  a  chemical  analysis  showed  that  the  deposit  consisted  of  iron, 
while  a  Bacteriological  examination  was  satisfactory.  The  deposits  of  iron  cleared  up  satisfactorily,  when  the 
laying  of  new  mains  near  by  were  completed.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  local  sewerage  system  has  been  further  extended  by  the  laying  of  2,479  metres  of  foul  sewer 
and  by  3,576  metres  of  surface  water  sewer,  a  combined  total  of  3-19  miles.  The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  are  adequate. 


Closet  Accommodation  and  Cesspools 

The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  is  responsible  for  the  emptying  of  pail-closets 
and  cesspools,  and  at  the  end  of  1972,  38  pail-closets  and  135  cesspools  were  in  use  in  the  Council’s  area  and 
the  number  of  properties  drained  to  cesspools  was  202.  The  majority  of  these  pail-closets  and  cesspools  were 
situated  where  sewers  were  not  available. 


Public  Cleansing 

The  Council,  through  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  undertake  the  removal  of  house 
refuse  from  all  premises  within  the  Borough.  The  dustbin  method  is  the  general  system  of  storage,  and 
controlled  tipping,  at  one  central  tip,  is  the  system  of  disposal.

ATMOSPHLRIC  POLLUTION

acres  was  surveyed  and  reports  were  ready  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval. 


Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

As  a  member  of  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council,  this  Authority  has  continued  to  assist 
in  their  survey  of  the  general  level  of  atmospheric  pollution,  this  being  carried  out  by  the  use  of  an  8  port  Daily 
Volumetric  Apparatus  situated  in  the  Technical  College  Annexe  Buildings  in  Poplar  Road.

While  premises  generally  are  found  to  be  maintained  in  a  clean  condition,  there  remains  a 
hard  core  of  retail  traders  who,  although  ensuring  first  class  cleanliness  in  the  rooms  to  which  customers  had 
access,  overlook  the  need  to  maintain  staffrooms,  storerooms  and  toilets  in  a  clean  state  also.  This  was  found  to 
be  particularly  bad  in  ladies  hairdressing  establishments.

Defective  lighting  was  generally  attributable  to  one  of  three  chief  causes,  deterioration 
of  illumination  due  to  the  age  of  the  light  source,  defective  light  units  and  the  general  acceptance  of  a  poor 
standard,  due  to  staff  becoming  conditioned  to  the  lower  level  of  lighting.

Floors,  Passages  and  Stairs 

A  few  hand  rails  were  required  to  be  provided  and  an  odd  floor  repair  was  found  necessary. 
The  obstruction  of  staircases  continues  to  the  be  the  greatest  single  hazard  under  this  heading,  and  is  due  to 
lack  of  care  on  behalf  of  the  employees. 


Fencing  of  Exposed  Parts  of  Machinery  Etc. 

,  The  occasional  office  guillotine  was  found  to  be  unfenced,  but  the  main  cause  for 
complaint  was  found  in  food  premises.  The  guards  on  food  slicing  machines  have  to  be  removed  to  facilitate 

their  daily  cleansing  and  sometimes  they  are  not  replaced.  This  resulted  in  numerous  verbal  warnings  and  where 
these  were  ignored,  28  written  warnings  were  issued.  The  leaflet  '’The  Safe  Use  of  Food  Slicing  Machines”  (SHW.14) 
was  issued  to  occupiers,  it  was  well  received  and  certainly  of  assistance.  The  leaflet  appears  to  have  had  some 
effect  because  actual  machine  operators  were  given  copies  and  well  thumbed  copies  have  been  seen  on 
subsequent  visits. 
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The  training  of  staff  in  the  use  of  dangerous  machinery,  particularly  food  slicing  machines, 
still  appears  to  be  rudimentary  at  the  least.  Although  employers  always  claim  that  staff  have  been  adequately 
trained,  the  answers  given  to  basic  questions  reveal  an  ignorance  of  the  dangers  associated  with  machinery. 


First  Aid 


No  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  First  Aid 
Equipment,  although  many  occupiers  forget  to  maintain  the  boxes  correctly. 

Contraventions  relating  to  inadequate  First  Aid  Supplies  were  noted  in  140  instances. 


Hoists  and  Lifts 

The  Majority  of  hoists  and  lifts  in  use  are  of  modern  design  and  few  problems  were  found. 


Part  III  —  Accidents 


Thirty  seven  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year  and  all  were  investigated. 
Lack  of  care,  laziness  and  ignorance  were  the  causes  of  most  accidents  reported.
